CALGARY, Alta., Jan, 
Canadian Press)—Closer 
tion with labor with a view to the 


solution of their mutual economic 
problems was aimed at in a resolu- 
tion which the United Farmers of 
Alberta adopted unanimously at their 
convention tonight. It was explained 
by o director that a conference was 
held last year of members of the U. 
F.A. board and representatives of the 
Canadian Labor Party for discuss- 
ion of ways and means of making 
effective the desire of ‘both organiza- 
tions for co-operation, and it was de- 
cided that the matter was one which 
thad largely to be left to constituency 
organizations, to whom the conclu- 
elon was communicated. 

“T feel that the bond is very close 
between the farmers and labor. The 
division is largely due to ignorance.” 
This sentiment expressed by a dele 
gate brought much applause. 

U.F.A, Paper 

Much of the evening was taken up 
with discussion of affairs of “The 
U.F.A.", official organ of the asso- 
ciation, which last year had an aver- 
age circulation of 22,848, and vari- 
ous speakers praised the paper and 
{ts editor, Norman Smith, Later the 
convention is to debate a resolution 
that the paper be made a weekly, of 
larger size and that each member pay 
@ subscription price of $2. At pre 
sent the paper is issued twice month- 
ly and its subscription is included in 
the association membership fee. 

In Politics 

The old question of whether or not 
the United Fermers of Alberta “are 
in polities” as an association ‘held the 
attention of their annual convention 
here for a time this afternoon, and at 
the conclusion of the debate, when 
the discussion was adjourned, some 
of the delegates were not yet con- 
vinced of their exact position. 

The debate arose over a proposal 
that the federal and provincial con- 
stituency associations, which are the 
separate organizations through which 
the political activities of the asso- 
ciation are carried out, should receive 
eech a small portion of the fee of 
$8.00 per year paid by each U.F.A, 
member. Objections came from some 
delegates that this would drive from 
the association many who were good 
members eo far as the economic ob- 
jectives were concerned, but who re- 
fused to take any part in the political 
branch, which they are not now com- 
pelled to do by their U.F.A. member- 
ship. One delegate said 21 of the 34 
members in his local had declined to 
join the political association. 

Who Belongs 
+ Is the association in politics?” 
one delegate asked of the chairman, 
Robert Gardiner, M.P., of Medicine 
Hat. 

“Tl would say,” replied Mr. Gar- 
@iner, “that the association has taken 
political action.” 

It was claimed that the present 
political nssociations were not repre- 
sentative; that some times only a few 
locals of the district were supporting 
it, and the resolution was aimed at 
making them representative of the 
entire membership. The opinion was 
expressed that ‘tthe association was 
“Im polities right up to its neck,’” 
tut other speakers thought this nob 
necessarily the case when a mem~ 
ber had the option of remaining aside 
from the political work. A delegate 
who eaid he was “an old-time Tory” 
appealed for consideration of the 
minority. “There iis no ‘Tory party 
here,” the added, “and I have no 
home.” Rice Sheppard of Edmonton 
predicted a joss in membership if the 
proposal were adopted Pventually 
the discussion was adjourned pend~ 
ing the preparation of a political 
resolution on which a large commit- 
tee has been working. 

Gives Report 

A great part of the afternoon was 
eecupled with discussion of resolu- 
tions and proposed constitutional 
changes. John W. Ward of Winnipeg 
presemted the report of the Canadian 
Counc!! of Agriculture, dealing with 
the past year’s work, and a little 
later @ resolution which proposed to 
exclude from membership in the 
ecounci!] the United Grain Growers 
Limited and the Saskatchewan Co- 
Operative MWievator Company was 
voted down almost unan!mous!y. 

A regolution limited the term of 
office of association executive to two 
years was defeated solidly. Steps 
were taken to readjust the executive 
in view of the recent re-distribution 
of federal constituencies, on which 
ere based the Immediate districts of 
these officials, and that body will be 
{ncreased from thirteen to fifteen. A 
resolution, almed at the Parmers 
Union, which thas done some work in 
Alberta of late, deciared against dup- 
Meation of organization and efforts 
by “outelde parties” along t that line.

WINNIPEG, Man., Jan. 20—The Bracken government was 
urged to repudiate the secessionist warning to Lastern Canada 
voiced by A. R. Hoey, M.P., at the United Farmers’ of Manitoba 
convention, at Brandon recently, by Major I’. G. Taylor, Conserva 
tive leader, speaking in the provincial legislature today, 

Major Taylor declared that a statement of that nature could 
not have been made a few years ago from any public platform in 
the province, and that no man woulll have had the temerity to 
make it. Such statements, he claimed, would result in the isolation 
of the prairie provinces from the rest of the Dominion. He voiced 
the opinion that the thotfht behind the people who talk of seces- 
sion would evoke no response whatever in the hearts of the people 
of Manitoba. He claimed it was the duty of all to repudiate, quash 
and let the people who talk that way understand that ‘‘there is no 
future for us except within the Dominion.’
